The Four Candidates. 

" With the e.xcBptioii of Miv'^srs. Langfor<i, 
Franklin, Crease, unci Cupt. Gossoii, we do 
not know a candidate amons^t the nurnlier 
already talked of, who is in thfi slightest de- 
gree lit for the pnijiion to whicli hi; is as- 
piring "--rtmej' yicloriii Gazdlc. 

Tt will be r 'mi'mberod thiit in tiin l.Tit 
number of the Times, the edilur una lunried 
as a candidate for Salt Spring Islam!. To 
give himself .incli a hard wipe asihe above 
extract deals out is, therefore, very amus- 
ing, — but no doubt he i8:B cnmpeti'nt judge. 
The army of patriots wHo'nre willing to serve 
the country need not, oonsequeiitly, be sur- 
prised that their merits have not been dis- 
covered, when such rare tideni is depre- 
ciated. Were the above true, the position 
of the country would certainly be deplorable. 
Like tliB doomed cities of the plain, we 
would not liave enougti " fit" men to save 
u.s from political ciestrnctioii ! Only four 
candidates fit to rijpresent nine consliluen- 
cies returning tliirleen members. Only four 
riglllenus men ; when seven are necessary to 
constitute a majority and save the country. 
We pity Mr. Attorney General Gary on other 
than political ground, because he has not been 
deemed a *' fit" person, but we mu.st com- 
mend the discernment of our cotempo ary 
in this instatice at least. Were we, how- 
ever, to analyze the list olTereil tn n,<5 in the 
above e.vtract, we would reiluce it down tu 
cue — to E. E. I.angford, E<q. The other 
candidates have yet fai led to show them- 
selves fit." If non-comniittaliain is the 
criterion, they tiave atlbrded a superabun- 
dance. Mr. Crease professionally may be 
a very reliable and very worthy genlleinan, 
but show the instance where he sympa- 
thized with the people — with reform. His 
political creed is like that of the Me.xi- 
can woman, who, when asked why she 
prayed " Save me good Lord, save me good 
Devil," replieil " Tbis is a strange world, 
and there is no knowing whose hands I'll 
fall into" So with this learned candidate. 
He would serve all parties — the Hudson 
Bay Company and Reformers — at the same 
time, and particularly iilw, when an elec- 
tion is at the door. VVe would much rattier 
raer, than such a candidate as he. For over 
a year he has resided in this cornniuniiy. 
Can any one point to a single act on the 
side of reform ! The contrary i.-j evident. 
Lately he canvassed Victoria county as the 
tacit, if not open, calumtiiator of Reformers 
and the Reform party. Such men, there- 
fore, as he, had better be laid on the shelf, 
for men of tried political honesty : Messrs. 
Yates and Waddington for instance. 

The other two canJidatss are infinitely 
superior to Mr. Creasf^. As politicians they 
are more relia^-le, but neither comes up 
to the standard of Reform. Mr. Gossett is 
no doubt very efficient in the discharge of 
the multifarious duties devolving on liim 
through the plurality of oliicus which he 
holds; but we are inclined to the opinion 
that he would serve the country better by 
remaining solely at the head ol the Trea- 
.-Aury than by holding a seat in the Legisla- 
ture, as representative of EKqnimalt. Mr. 
Franklin, though a useful and worthy citi- 
zen, is not " the man for the limes " What 
the Reform party require at the present 
juncture is then of sterling metal. 

Mr. F. may be deeply imbued with re- 
form principles ; but the reform party believe 
that he would eeive the inlerest.s of reform 
better by not uraing his claims on the Vic- 
toria town constituency. Uj.sides, if cu-rent 
opin ion can be creclilHiljhis rhances a present 
are tew. Another serious olijcciion is urged 
against him, that In-, like Mr. Crease, sym- 
pathises with Mr. Cary. That is suliiuiont 
to injure any one, lor it is well kuown tliai 
he is a Hudson Bay candidate. 



Victoria Gazette.— This is the name 
of a tri-weekly sheet issued ye.slerday by 
the propriutoia of the New Wesimmster Times. 
Ill point of ability, ii.s leading articles rank 
fully as high as the Times. Wo learn on 
good authority that tin; j)ropiiulors have 
made oilers to H. C. VVillislon, Ksq., to take 
the editorial charge of the paper ; but ho 
has declined, as was to be expected. 



Cameron's Bar Diggings. 

From Mr. Spmice, who belongs to the 
Mining Company known as Spenoe & Co., 
at Cameron's. Bar, .fifteen , miles abovu the 
Forks, w^u.derive jihe fullouing interesting 
items relative totheir claim. The claim is 
situated .fifty. feet above the highest water, 
on a bench, and was the first flat on which 
diugnigs w«re openeil anay from the river. 
Tlie coinp;iny comprise eleven persons, 
but in acidiiion they have liireil four or five 
hand.s. Tliey built a tlitcli and flume al'ont 
two iiiiles long, round a very precipitous liill 
side, condiicling iiinet}' inch' s of water to 
tlieir claim, at a cost of S10,000. Owing to 
the bunk caving, neatly the whole is flutn- 
ing, sawed in the most e.v:'pensive way, by 
hand. iThe claim has' paid from'SZS to S75 
to the hand. And after all expenses were 
paid, during last summer, the iiett proceeds 
yielded ovef SIO per day to tlie hand. Tlie 
iliguings lire coiisideied good for anmher 
year, at good wages ; and will tlieii pay to 
\vorl< a Vfiir longer, at .-^iiiiill wages. Tlie 
claim lias been workoil very .■^ystfrnalically. 
Tw sluices were kept running during the 
day. and at night a party were kept ground 
sluicing. V 

Secret Meetinbs. — The Times and the 
Times' Victoria Gazette, are making a 
great deal to do about secret meetings. 
From the tenor of the articles one might 
suppose a mare's nest had been diccuvered.

the Times no doubt will enlighten us when ? 
It may have been that the Times' editorial 
corps were never admitted into those politi- 
cal circles, which fully accounts for the
